U-BOAT PROBLEM 
NEARS SOLUTION. 


Washington, May &.—Hope is bright- 
ening that American inventive genius 
has found the road that may lead to 
freedom of the seas from German sub- 
marine, 

A conference of unusual importance 
was held tonight at the home of Sec- 
retary Daniels. It was called in order 
that high officials of the navy might 
go over with members of the naval 
consulting board the experiments al- 
reatty tried and these that are in pros- 
pect. 

“They believe they are on the right 
Toad,” Mr. Daniels said. “They believe 
they are going to turn out something 
that is worth while. There will be 
more experiments. Further than that I 
do not care to say.” 

Other officials declared the scientists 
were coming down to “brass tacks,” 
that the period of reaching out after 
every suggestion was passing and that 
definite crystallization of the work 
upon which the foremost American ex- 
perts have concentrated was certain to 
come soon. 

Those at the conference were Secre- 
tary Daniels, Admiral Benson, chief of 
operations; Rear Admiral Taylor, chief 
constructor; Rear Admiral Griffin, 
chief engineer; Rear Admiral WParle, 
chief of ordnance; Read Admiral Grant, 
chief of the submarine service, and 
Captain William Strother Smith, who 
forms the connecting link between the 
department and the consulting board 
and other scientific bodies.

Washington, May 8.—Arrangements 
for placing all interned alien enemies in 
permanent detention camps, where they 
will be housed and given work at fair 
wages, have been completed by Sec- 
retary Wilson, of the labor department. 
An official announcement today says 
the first camp will be established on a 
500-acre tract of agricultural land in 
the mountains of North Carolina, near 
Hendersonville and that the 1,800 offi- 
cers and sailors taken from German 
merchant vessels in American harbors 
will be the first aliens to go there. 

The statement adds that Secretary 
Wilson expects the necessity will soon 
arise for the establishment of addition- 
al camps. In addition t6 enemy aliens 
the department plans to care for other 
aliens who cannot be admitted to this 
country under the immigration laws 
and whose deportation is impossible on 
account of the war, as well as for fee- 
ble-minded immigrants. Those placed 
im camps will be segregated in three 
classes—-enemies, other aliens and the 
feeble-minded. 

The first detachment of German 
sailors will go to the North Carolina 
camp this week. There is a summer 
hotel on the camp tract which was orig- 
inally destined for club purposes. In 
addition to a large central building, 
there are forty cottages with accommo- 
dations for from seven to fifteen men 
each, All buildings are well fitted up 
to date in construction and sanitary ar- 
rangement. A large ‘lake affords op- 
portunity for swimming and boating.

Secretary Wilson pointed out that 
with the approach of warm weather, 
it was necessary that epportunities 
be provided for interneds persons to 
work and obtain recreation in Pleasant 
surroundings. “The government de- 
sires,” he said, “to treat interned per- 
sons with the greatest of courtesy and 
make the conditions under which they 
must live as pleasant as possible.” 

“Under The Hague treaty,” a state- 
ment by Secretary Wilson says, “this 
overnment ig empowered to work the 
nterned men or to farm them out to 


individuals or corporations. When 
worked by the government they will 


receive thé pay of soldiers and wher? 


farmed out will be remunerated at 
prevailing wage rates. After making 
deductions for their maintenance, the 
interned men will be given at the 
time of their discharge by the govern- 
ment whatever sums they shall have 
earned. 

“The men in the camp in North 
Carolina will be used to cultivate the 
tract and will be farmed out for lum- 
bering and road building. In view of 
the necessity for guards these two lat- 
ter occupations appear to be the only 
ones in which they can be convenient- 
ly worked by private capital]. 

“All arrangements have been made 
already with the department of agri- 
culture for the employment of a num- 
ber of men at road building on the 
Vanderbilt tract that adjoins the camp 
and which has been taken over by 
that department as a forest preserve.”

The big point of difference was the 
senate amendment to permit Colonel 
Roosevelt to take a volunteer expedi- 
tionary foree to France.

giving up on the point. In return it 
was said the house conferees might be 
willing to accept the age limit, 21 to

Who will have the honor of nam- 
ing the women’s sponsor organiza- 
tion for Atlanta’s troops? 

The organization was perfected at 
a meeting at the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce Wednesday afternoon, 
but no name has yet been selected. 

Several names were suggested— 
such as, ‘Sponsors for Atlanta’s 
Soldiers,’’ ‘Sisters of Atlanta’s 
Own,” “Daughters of the Regi- 
ment’—but no name was decided 
wpon. 

A name which Is short, catchy and 
representative of the purpose of 
the women to aid all of Atlanta’s 
soldiers is wanted. 

Suggestions for names are solic- 
ited, and such names should be sgub- 
mitted to Mrs. Wilmer L. Moore. 
These names will then be esubdDmitted 
to a committee to select one, and 


the name with that of the person 
who suggested it will later be pub- 
lished. 


At a largely attended and most en- 
thusiastic meeting of the women of At- 
lanta in the audience chamber of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, Tues- 
day...afternoon, an organization was 
perfected for the purpose of stimulat- 
ing recruiting and making more pleas- 
ant the life of the men in Georgia Na- 
tional Guard units, which have their 
headquarters in Atlanta. 

There were present several hundred 
women who are interested in individ- 
uals or in the military organizations 
as a whole and, if enthusiasm can be 
taken as any indication, the women of 
Atlanta are out to do things for the 
Atlanta soldiers. 

The organization is built upon the 
same plan as the military units them- 
selves are organized, and committee 
heads were named to represent the 
Fifth regiment of infantry, Troop L, of 
the cavalry, Battery B, of the artillery, 
and the field hospital corps. 

The committee chairmen named were 
as follows: Mrs. Wilmer L. Moore, 
general chairman; Mrs. Hugh Dorsey, 
vice chairman; Mrs. Rix Stafford, sec- 
retary; Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, First 
battalion chairman for the Fifth regi- 
ment; Mrs. W. D. Ellis, Jr... Second bat- 
talion chairman; Miss Nan Stephens, 
Third battalion chairman; Miss Isolene 
Campbell, Fourth battalion chairman; 
Mrs. Steven Hook, Battery B chairman; 
Mrs. Arthur Powell, Troop L chairman; 
Mrs. W. H. Kiser, field hospital corps 
chairman. 

To Name Sub-Chairmen. 

A second meeting has been called to 
be held in the audience chamber of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce next 


Wednesday afternoon at 8:30 o’clock, | 


at which time sub-chairmen for the 
sixteen companies in the Fifth regi- 
ment will be named and the organiza- 
tion will be further perfected. 

After the organization has been per- 
fected a program of active work will 


be outlined. 

There will be work for every woman 
in Atlanta who is interested enough in 
the soldiers of Atlanta to do anything 
for them. If enough women should 
interest in the work, one 
woman could be assigned to look out 
for the comfort and welfare of each man 
in each of the units, and when the 
Fifth regiment is recruited-to full war 
strength there will be 1,800 men in 
that organization alone. It 1s, there- 
fore, evident that tnere will be no lack 
of work for women who are interested. 

All women who wish to aid in the 
work which this organization has un- 
dertaken are requested to send their 
names to Mrs. Wilmer L. Moore. It is 
desirable, also, if possible, that the 
names of individuals in which women 
who thus register are interested should 
also be filed, so that the details of the 
work to be done may be arranged more 
effectively and conveniently. 

The women are anxious for sugges- 
tions fromthe personnel of the mili- 
tary organizations as to what they 
can do. : 

“We do not want to do anything that 
the men do not want us to do,” said 
Mrs. Moore, “but we do want to be of 
assistance if we can.” 

To Stimulate Recruiting. 

One of the first things which the 
women will undertake, likely, will be 
an effort to stimulate interest in re- 
cruiting in the Fifth regiment and 
other units which may still need men. 

They will also undertake to do what 
they can for the men who are now out 
of the city on guard duty, if it is noth- 
ing more than to send a daily post- 
card carrying a bit of news about their 
Atlanta friends. 

The suggestion was made at the 
meeting Wedeneday afternoon that At- 
lanta women placard their automobiles 
with banners reading, “Enlist in At- 
lanta’s Own,” or some such legend. A 
number of the women present signified 
their intention of taking up this sug- 
gestion at once. 


War Revenue Measure 
Unanimously Approved by 
Committee and Will Be 
Reported to House Today. 


HEAVY TAXES PROPOSED 
ON INCOMES AND PROFITS 


Inheritance Taxes Also In- 
creased—Ten Per Cent In- 
crease in All Tariff Duties 
and 10 Per Cent Duties on 
All Articles Admitted Free. 
Many New Taxes Levied. 


Washington, May 8.—A ware revenue 
bill designed to raise $1,800,000,000 by 
taxation during the coming year was 
approved in the house ways and means 
committee late today by a unanimous 
vote, ° 

Chairman Kitchin, announced that 
the measure will be reported to the 
house tomorrow to be brought up for 
consideration Thursday. He thinks 
it will be passed by the house with- 
out political division within a few 
days, though there will be vigorous 
opposition to some features from both 
;democrats and republicans. In the 


| meantime the senate finance commit- 

i tee will begin public hearings on the 

| bill Friday, with a view to being ready 

ito report soon after the house acts. 
10 Per Cent Tariff Increase. 

To bring the amount to be raised up 
to the desired total, the house commit- 
tee at today’s session wrote into the 
bill a flat increase of ten per cent 
in all existing tariff duties and ten 
per cent duties on all articles now ad- 
mitted free, all estimated to bring 
$240,000,000, this than doubling 
the present tariff, ues.. In addi- 
tion it was decided.te make all income 
tax increasés retroactive, beginning 
,with the present calendar year. Other 
taxes provided for would become ef- 
fective upon the signing of the meas- 
ure, 

The income tax increases applying 
to both personal and corporation in- 
comes, are designed to produce $533,- 
000,000 more than the present income 
tax receipts. ’ 

Most of the new revenue will come 
from the income, excess profits and in- 
heritance taxes and additional tariff 
duties, but the levies of the bill would 
reach into many other sources. Letter 
mail rates would be increased from 
two to three cents an ounce and postal 
cards from one to two cents, while 
$19,000,000 would be added to charges 
against newspapers under a new sys- 
tem based upon the present parcel 
post zones. Internal revenue taxes 
upon liquor and tobacco would be ma- 
terially increased, and there would be 
taxes on amusements and stamp taxes 
of wide scope. 

War Income Tax Section. 

The war income tax section would 
double the present normal tax of 2 
per cent on individuals and 8 per cent 
on corporations. It would lower the 
exemption of individual incomes from 
$4,000 to $2,000 in the case of married 
persons, and from $3,000 tu $1,000 for 
the unmarried. In addition, beginning 
with incomes of $5,000, graduated su- 
per-taxes would be imposed in addi- 
tion to the normal 4 per cent, rang- 
ing up to 33 per cent on all incomes 
over half a million dollars a year. 

The surtax schedule follows: 

One per cent from $5,000 to $7,500; 
two per cent $7,500 to $10,000: three 
per cent $10,000-$12,500; four per cent 
$12,500-$15,000; five per cent $15,000- 
$20,000; six per cent $20,000-$40,000: 
eight per cent $40,000-$60,000: eleven 
per cent $60,000-$80,000; fourteen per 
cent $80,000-$100,000; seventeen . per 
cent $100,000-$150,000; twenty per 
cent $150,000-$200,000; twenty-four per 
cent $200,000-$250,000; twenty-seven per 
cent $250,000-$300,000; thirty per cent 
$300,000-$500,000; thirty-three per cent 
on all exceeding $500,000. 

The provisions requiring the nermal 
tax of individuals to be deducted and 
withheld at the source of income would 
not apply to the new normal tax pre- 
scribed in this bill until after January 
1, 1918, and thereafter only to incomes 
exceeding $3,000. 

In addition to the inheritance tax 
now in force, the bill imposes a tax 
equal to the following percentages of 
its value upon the transfer of each net 
estate. 

One-half of one per cent of the 
amount not in excess of $50,000: one 
per cent between $50,000 and $150,000: 
one and one-half per cent $150,000- 
$250,000; two per cent $250,000-$450,- 
000; two and one-half per cent $450,- 
000-$1,000,000; three per cent $1,000,0090- 
$2,000,000; three and one-half pery.cent 
$2,000,000-$3,000,000; four per cen®$3,- 
000,000-$4,000,000; four and one-half per 
cent $4,000,000-$5,000,000: five per cent 
$5,000,000-$8,000,000; seven percent $8,- 
000,000-$11,000,000; ten per cent $11,- 
000,000-$15,000,000; fifteen per cent $15,- 
000,000 and over. 

The exemption is lowered from $50,- 
000 to $25,000 and a new tax of one per 
cent levied on estates between $25,000 
and $50,000. 

The bill proposes to bring in $200,000.- 
000 by doubling the present 8 per cent 
tax on excess profits.

BEAVERS’ RETRIAL 
SET FOR MAY 22 


Police Board Appoints Com- 
mittee to Deal With Grave 
Labor Situation—Guarding 
of Waterworks Again to 
Fall on Force. 


The board of police commissioners, at 
the regular monthly meeting last night 
definitely set the date for the retrial 
of former Police Chief Beavers for 
May 22. City Attorney Mayson appear- 
ed before the board to request that a 
date be set for the hearing. 

In a short speech to the members of 
the beard, Mayor Candler stressed the 
gravity of the labor situation and evi- 
dence was introduced to show that la- 
bor agents were operating in the city. 
A letter to the board from the Atlanta 
Builders’ exchange called attention to 
the apparent’ shortage of labor, and 
requested that something be done. It 
was stated that several parties of ne- 
groes had left this city for northern 
points within the past few days, and 
that a larger exodus could be expected 
unless immediate action was taken. 
Commissioner Vernoy introduced a res- 
olution giving Chief Mayo and Mayor 
Candler and Chairman Vaughan full 
power to act, 

That the troops now guarding the 
city waterworks will: soon be with- 
drawn and that the city will have to 
make arrangements to protect the wa- 
ter supply through efforts of the police 
department, was ‘shown in a telegram 
from the war department to Mayor 
Candler, in which i was stated that 
other disposition of the state troops 
will soon be made by the war depart- 
ment. Chairman Vaughan was given 
full power to act in this situation. 

The petition of attorneys, filed with 
the board at the last meeting, to va- 
cate the Ashley ordinance prohtbiting 
the solicitation of business in and 
about the jail by attorneys or their rep- 
resentatives was denied following a 
reading of the report of a committee 
composed of Commissioners Styron, 
Barnwell and McGee. The board not 


‘only denied the petition of the attor- 


neys, but recommended that the ordi- 
nance be more rigidly enforced. Pris- 
oners detained at police barracks will 
be furnished with a list of lawyers, 
from which they may make a selection

Christiansburg, Va., May 8s.—The 
trial of Charles E. Vawter for the mur- 
der of Stockton Heth, Jr., was halted 
for a time this afternoon when Judge 
Moffett adjourned court to allow mem- 
bers of the jury to compose themselves. 
Bb. L. Jordan was speaking for the de- 
fense, had brought: tears to the eyes 
of court, jury and spectators with a 
verbal picture of the tragedy and an 
attack on Heth. 

Commonwealth's Attorney R. I. Roop 
spoke for the prosecution today. The 
case is expected to go to the jury to- 
morrow, J. L. Lee closing for the state. 

In opening for the state Mr. Roop 
arraigned Vawter for what the attor- 
ney termed his shameful bargaining as 
contained in the letter of last May, and 
argued that the writer of that letter 
was sane. 

Mr. Roop attacked the authenticity of 
the letter of June 15, of which nothing 
but an unsigned carbon copy has been 
produced, and laid foundation for dis- 
section of it by his conferees. 
~ The commonwealth’'s attorney broad- 
ly intimated the thought of blackmail 
contained in the undated letter and de- 
clared Heth “shied” at the proposition. 
He reviewed the events of the night of 
the killing and drew a terrible word 
picture of conditions at the Vawter 
home, saying it was a cause for wonder 
“that the God who destroyed Sodom 
and Gomorrah had restrained fire and 
brimstone upon such a place of sin.”

Matvellaus Spectacle of 
Night Fighting on Sector 
Between Fresnoy and Loos. 
Most Appalling Artillery 
Duel of the War.

(From a Staff Correspondent of Assoc. Press. ) 

British Headquarters in France, May 
8.—(Via London.)—The laconic state- 
ment in this morning’s British official 
communication that “the enemy’s ar- 
tillery was active at intervals through- 
out the night at a number of places 
along the battle front, particularly in 
the sector between Fresnoy and Loos,” 
and that “our artillery replied” dis- 
misses in cold official language one 
of the most marvelous” spectacles of 
night firing the world has ever seen. 

It was a night made for _ terror. 
Great angry clouds scudded across the 
sky, successfully making all attempts 
of the full May moon to break through 
the cumulous barrage. Eventually the 
heavens opened and poured forth a tor- 
rent of rain upon the hot cannon and 
the flames raging along the blood- 
red line of battle: 

A thunderstorm in its greatest fury 
could have broken above this appalling 
artillery duel, however, and been com- 
pletely swallowed up—¥its electric 
flashes lost in the blinding corusca- 
tion of the guns; its thunder peals 
drowned in the reverberating fualmi- 
nation which ‘came from bellowing 
cannon and bursting shells with al- 
most equal violence. Nature withstood 
the terrific bombardment until nearly 
dawn, then the rain failing to bring 
it to an end a heavy fog shut down 
and put a stop to the clangorous up- 
roar as suddenly as if some word of 


supreme command had been shouted 
above the din of battle. 

There were a few 
through the enveloping mist from 
either side and then absolute silence 
reigned. 

In Spell of Speechless Awe. 

It was a fascinating spectacle to 
watch through the night, holding one 
in a spell of speechless awe. From one 
of the high ridges recently octupied 
by the British, miles and miles of the 

reat sweep of battle could be seen. 

or the most part it was a duel with 
what the soldiers call “big stuff’’—a 
giant test of strength among the 
“*heavies.” But always above the roar 
of the big guns could be heard the 
crack of the bursting shrapnel and the 
petulant whine of-leaden bullets sent 
in showers from the shells. It was 
a beautiful day yesterday, but menac- 
ing clouds had hidden the setting sun, 
In the twilight, scores of British alir- 
planes were winging their homeward 
way from far over the German lines, 
coming to cover from the gathering 
storm and bringing with them the 
wonderful stories that make up each 
day’s history in the titanic struggle 
for mastery of the air.’ 

In the valleys about Loos, Lievin, 
Lens, Acheville and Fresnoy, the fresh- 
ening wind was. stirring up great 
clouds of dust. Each high explosive 
shell breaking on the dry ground also 
sent up towering columns of chalk- 
white power, until a haze gathered 
over all the lower levels of the imme- 
diate battle zone. In Lens and sev- 
eral other villages behind the German 
lines smoldering fires could be marked 
by the British smoke vapors that hung 
ahora them. 

The artillery duel was in full swing 
long before night set in, but it was 
not until after the gathering gloom of 
darkness reflected each separate flam- 
ing cannon mouth that the full inten- 
sity of the long-range fighting could 
be grasped. The cloak of night also 
brought into action many great bat- 
teries lying concealed during the tell- 
tale hours of daylight and ever and 
anon as the night wore on new 
guns would burst into violence from 
altogether unsuspected places. 

Nerve-Shattering Noises. 

Some of these were the famous old 
“errandmother’ howitzers and the 
ground, ever vibrant with the drum- 
ming rhythm of guns, shivered and 
shook anew from the shock of these 
mammoth weapons. The heavy over- 
hanging clouds had the effect of inten- 
aityine to an almost overwhelming de- 
gree the nerve-shattering noises of the 
battle. When “battery fire” would 
send four, five, six or more massive 
shells simultaneously toward the Ger- 
man lines, the onrushing roar was for 
all the world like that experienced in 
an express train as it dashes into a 
tunnel. 

After what seemed an interminable 
length of time, the swish of those far- 
reaching shells ended with a great, 
dull red flare on the horizon. One of 
these flares was a hit home in an 
enemy ammunition dump and there was 
an explosion that lighted the whole 
countryside, resulting in a fire that 
burned for an hour or more behind a 
big clump of trees which etood like 
gaunt black skeletons against the 
glow. 7 

The coming of darkness had brought 
out also one of the most ghastly of 
all battle sounds—the incessant rat- 
tle of the machine guns. Their stac- 
cato ripple came along the fighting 
line, the windings of which could al- 
ways be traced by glowing rockets 
and flares sent up by the Germans in 
long, slow graceful loops. 

The resounding noises about one, 
however, were not all from entente 
guns. The Germans are making lavish 
use of their artillery nowadays and 
have been since the first days of the 
battle of Arras caught them both un- 
prepared and unbelieving that the dt- 
tack would come so soon after their 
“great strategic victory” in the retreat 
from the Somme. 

Modern cannon speak with a white- 
hot breath, hostile shells break with 
heavy red glare. The noise of the can- 
non is a sort of concentrated smash or 
hammer knock: shells burst with a flat- 
ter and more open sound. The Germans 
always break their shrapnel very high 
in the air and the leaping lash of the 
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parting shots |

exploding shell is followed by little 
twinkling stars. 
Whistling Noise of Shell. 

In watching shell fire it is particu- 
larly interesting to see a shell break 
some distance away and then after 
several seconds hear the oncoming 
swish, and eventually the explosion of 
the same projectile. The whistling 
noise of the shell and the noise of its 
burst are far more terrifying than the 
shot, reminding one of childhood days 
when the thunder held far more fright 
than the lightning. 

Leaving thé zone of the guns at mid- 
niet for a brief respite from the ear- 
splitting roar, one walked only a short 
distance on the projecting promontory 
to reach a bit of shell-scarred but still 
living wood, now green with the first 
tender leaves of spring. In the fringe 
of this wood were several nightingales, 
singing with all their little hearts. 
Their chants are still immature, but 
in them was the promise of the full- 
throated song that will come with a 
fortnight. 

The woods were lighted with gun 

flashes and the crack and the crash of 
artillery reverberated in the near dis- 
tance, but the mating birds seemed en- 
tirely oblivious to the world madness 
raging about them. Still deeper in the 
wood a jealous old owl would screech 
hoarsely now and again. 
The battle flared with full fury until 
nearly 3 o’clock this morning when the 
fog put an end to all visibility and 
hushed the guns as if by magic. A few 
moments later the exhausted men had 
flung themselves into the deep sleep of 
overpowering fatigue beside their hot 
guns, and a memorable night of “strife” 
and “hate” had passed. 


GOVERNMENT CHANGES 
PROPOSED IN ATHENS 


Athens, Ga, May  8.—(Special.)— 
Sweeping and radical changes are pro- 
posed for the government of the oity 
of Athens in amendments to the charter 
which will be formulated and asked of 
the legislature following a committee 
meeting which threshed out a system 
of changes in the interest of economy 
and closer co-operation between de- 
partments, boards and council.

At the close of the war Dr. Fox 
returned to Louisville, where he enter- 
ed the wholesale —— business with 
Edward Wilder & Co. [n a few months 
he married Miss Lizzie Everhart, a 
member of a prominent Kentucky fam- 
ily, whose home was near Lebanon. 
Soon after their marriage they moved 
to Atlanta, where Dr. Fox established 
the drug firm of Redwine & Fox at 
the corner of Alabama and Whitehall 
streets, on the present site of the Con- 
nolly building. Mrs. Fox died two 
years ago. Dr. Fox continued at the 
head of this business for many vears 
and built up a south-wide reputation for 
the company. 

During his long residence in At- 
lanta Dr. Fox was active in civic af- 
fairs and for a number of years was 
police commissioner. He was. postmas- 
ter in Atlanta during Cleveland's ad- 
ministration. At one time he was At- 
lanta agent of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, having been a childhood friend 
of one of the wealthiest directors.

McPherson Friday. 


With over 3.300 applications received 
at Fort McPherson for entrance into 
the officers’ training camp to be open- 
ed on May 15, the enrollment list was 
officially closed, according to Captain 
Cc. L. Corbin, personnel officer for the 
camp, the only new applications to be 
considered being those that had been 
mailed before midnight of May 7, and 
from those who had been unable to 
gain full information in regard to the 
camp, due to the fact that they had 
been out of the territory.

U-BOATS CAN'T WIN, 
DECLARES BALFOUR 


British Commissioner Tells 
Senate Submarine Menace 
Will Be Overcome — Ger- 
many Blundered About 
Britain and America.

Washineton, May 8.—Foreign Secre- 
tary Balfour declared in an epochal ad- 
dress in the senate chamber today that 
the war conferences here had cemented 
an alliance of three great democracies 
destined to crush the greatest world 
menace of all time and to save civill- 
zation and liberty. Though severe 
trials still must be faced, he said, free 
peoples now have been aroused and 
fired with a determination insuring 
the ultimate triumph of free institu- 
tions. 

“This war is ¢o be settled by hard 
fighting,” said the British statesman, 
“and when it comes to hard fighting 
neither America nor Britain nor France 
need fear measuring themselves at any 
moment against those who have risen 
up against all that we hold dear for 
the future. 

“It requires every man and woman 
on this side of the Atlantic, as on the 
other side, to throw their efforts into 
the scale of right, but that effort un- 


questionably will be made. I speak 
with confidence about the issue of this 


great struggle—a confidence which is 
redoubled since you have thrown in 
your lot.” 

The submarine campaign presents a 
grave situation just now, Mr. Balfour 
said, but “more than one difficulty of 
like magnitude has been overcome.” 
The war could not be won, he predicted, 
by killing helpless women and chil- 
dren or by unwarranted attacks upon 
neutrals. tu 

“Recause we were unmilitary,” he 
continued, “they jumped rashly to the 
conclusion, firstly, that we were afraid 
to fight, and, secondly, that if we 
fought we should be negligible quanti- 
ties. I think they are beginning, pos- 
sibly, to find out heir mistake.” 

The foreign secretary expressed full 
appreciation for the warm reception 
given the war missions bv the Ameri- 
can government and people, declaring 


this attitude had raised the whole lev- 
el of the war conferences from a purely 
business nature to a significance that 
would live in history as epochal. 


In his visit to the senate chamber, 
Mr. Balfour was accompanied by Lieu- 
tenant General Bridges and Admiral de 
Chair, of the British mission, and they 
were given a reception rivaling In en- 
thusiasm that accorded them Saturday 
in the house. 


Vice President Marshall presented the 
foreign secretary as “the ‘f%oremost- 
champion of the Magna Charta.” an in- 
strument of liberty without which 
neither America nor France ‘‘would be 
or have a hope of being.” 

Applause both from the senate floor 
and from the galleries greeted the 
pointed declarations punctuating Mr, 
Balfour’s speech and at the end the 
senators rose to their feet and cheered.

Manitowoc and other Trans-Atlantic 
company vessels had trans-shipped to 
German submarines at sea quantities of 
food and fuel smuggled out of New 
York. 

Both the navy department and the 
department of justice have taken a 
hand in the investigation. How far 
the inquiry has progressed was not in- 
dicated, but officials, by their silence, 
gave the impression that no definite 
conclusion had been reached. They de- 
clined to comment on the news dis- 
patch from San Juan or on statements 


clale in New York characterizing the 
story told by the Manitowoc’s crew as 
fiction. 

In many quarters the inclination was 
to regard the report as merely another 
of the crop of unfounded rumors cur- 
rent here since the visit of the U-63 to 
Newport. It was pointed owt that all 
such rumors are investigated thor- 
oughly as a matter of policy, and that 
consequently no conclusions could be 
drawn from the steps taken in the pres- 


Some naval officials, on the other 
hand, have not concealed their belief 
that German submarines and raiders 
have been supplied from this side of 
the Atlantic. 


Charges Are Denied. 
New York, May 8.—Assertion that 


none of the ships of the American 
Trans-Atlantic company had at any 
time supplied German submarines was 
made here today by the company’s 
president, Richard G. Wagner. The sto- 
ry told by members of the crew of the 
steamship Manitowoc at Porto Rico, 
he characterized as “fiction” told prob- 
ably because “the crew was disgrun- 
tled.”” 

“If the government is investigating 
our ships now we do not know it,” Mr. 
Wagner said. “We have nothing to con- 
ceal.”’ 

“Wewere advised by the captain of 
the Manitowoc, about April 21 or 22, 
that the navy department was detain- 
ing his ship at St. Thomas. We tele- 
graphed an inquiry to the navy depart- 
ment,andthe department asked us to 
show our sananifest. We did and we 
were at once notified that our ship had 
been released. 

“When the Manitowoc left New York 
for Buenos Aires she carried a general 
cargo, including cotton goods, automo- 
bile parts, and so on, and carried only 
enough coal for steaming purposes. 
She put in at Norfolk to take more 
coal. 

“Our company ie on the British 
trade blacklist. The British control 
the South American coal supply and, 
as our ship would have been unable to 
get fuel at Buenos Aires, it was neces- 
sary to replenish at St. Thomas. 

“r deny absolutely that any cargo 


at any time that did not appear on the 
manifests, and I deny that any of our 
ships have at any time furnished sup- 
pliés to a German submarine.” 

All three ships detained at St. Thom- 
as were released, Mr. Wagner stated, 
after the authorities became satisfied 
that the reports that the ships were 
supplying submarines were untrue.

The 
parade started at 3 o'clock in front of 
the First Methodist church, and march- 
ed, or rather rolled up Peachtree street 
to Broad street, down Broad to Mitch- 
ell, thence to Whitehall street, to Trin- 
ity avenue, and back along Whitehall 
street to Five Points.

The weather, which was decidedly 
cold and disagreeable, didn’t seem to 
interfere. with the passing of the pa- 
rade, although the crowd of observers 
was slightly thinner than might have 
been expected. 

The parade was led ad Mayor Asa G. 
Candler, in the automobile with whom 
was Mrs. Spencer R. Atkinson, presi- 
dent of the City Federation of Wome 
Clubs, and other representative club 
women of the city. There were chil- 
dren from the Home of the Friendless, 
the Sheltering Arms, the Children’s 
home, the Volunteers of America and 
other institutions. There were inter- 
esting floats of children and teachers 
from Wesley Village, at the Fulton 
Bag and Cotton mills. 

Today will be known as “Registra- 
tion day,” and a census of all the babies 
under 2 years of age will be taken by 
a committee of ladies. The purpose of 
observing “Baby week” is to impress 
the tmportance of properly caring for 
infants, in order that those dying 
yearly from preventable causes may 
be saved. 


DRY SAVANNAH SHOWS 
BIG CRIME DECREASE 


Savannah, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)— 
For the first year of prohibition, from 
May 1, 1916, to May 1, 1917, official 
figures compiled from police records 
show crime of every description has 
decreased in Savannah from 20 to 80 
per cent, averaging over 60 per cent 
for all classes of crime. 

Drunkeness has Gecreased from 1,457 
for 1916 to 418 for 1917, a diminishing 
of 1,039 cases, or 71 per cent. Assault 
with intent to murder from 50 cases in 
1916 to 19 in 1917, 32 cases less, or 62 
per cent. Burglary dropped from 187 
to 76—a decrease of 45 per cent. 

Although similar figures from other 
Georgia cities are not yet available, it 
is thought to be certain that Savannah 
was by far the most orderly and well- 
behaved city in the whole state during 
the past year.

For a number of years Atlanta has been 
retarded in its educational development by 
reason of its population and school system 
having entirely outgrown its school plant. 

The “Wake Up, Daddy,” movement prom- 
ises excellent results in its effort to bring 
the city to a full realization of the situation. 

The working out of the plans embodied 
in the movement is in the hands of an exec- 
utive committee composed of men peculiarly 
fitted for the undertaking. 

This committee is headed by United 
States District Judge W. T. Newman, and its 
thembership includes R. L. Foreman, F. E. 
Winburn, O. H. Puckett, R. A. Burnett, J. T. 
Thompson, N. T. Poole, H. J. Lawrence and 
George D. Halsey—every one of them a man 
of energy, public spirit, local pride and high 
purpose, and with ability to do. 

There is no question about it: Atlanta 
bas long been remiss in its duties to its 
children, and the inadequacy of its school 
system is one of the city’s chief drawbacks. 

Reforms—sundry and direct—are needed. 
We've reached a point in our civic develop- 
ment where we've got to wake up and catch 
step with the world, especially in the matter 
of public education. 

Our school plant 
archaic. Some of our more important school 
structures are little short of disgraceful— 
the Girls’ and the Boys’ Tech High schools, 
as instances, which are without sufficient 
room, improperly equipped, poorly lighted, 
heated and ventilated, and all veritable fire- 
traps. 

Atlanta pays oniy $35 per pupil per year 
in public education, whereas the average 
among twelve other American cities of ap- 


is in many respects 


or 


proximately equal size is $52! 

We cannot expect to build and maintain 
our school system up to the standard of 
other progressive American cities unless we 
are willing to pay for it. 

The “Wake Up, Daddy,” 
mands a complete separation of school from 
other municipal funds-—-taking the school 
moneys from the jurisdiction of the city 
council and placing them in the hands of the 
educational department for direct disburse- 
ment. 

Which is right and proper—in fact, the 
only reasonable and modern method, and 
the only method by which the best results 
are possible of attainment. 

Every parent of Atlanta should give these 
“daddies’"’ all the encouragement possible, 
and all the light and benefit of experience 
possible for their guidance. 

Much lasting good will come out of this

THREE NOTABLE DEATHS. 


In the brief space of twenty-four hours— 
Monday morning to Tuesday morning—three 
of Atlanta’s substantial citizens were called 
by death. 

One of these was Dr. Amos Fox, who, 
locating here as a gallant confederate vet- 
eran immediately after the civil war, was 
one of the city’s early retail druggists. He 
was long actively connected with the munic- 
ipal politics of Atlanta, afterward serving as 
postmaster here, and for a number of years 
acting as superintendent of the Confederate 
Soldiers’ home—a fitting place for him to 
close his life's work, because no man dur- 
ing the last half century has been more ac 
tive in all movements concerning the con- 
federate veterans than has Dr. Fox. 


Dr. Frank Holland, another of the trio, | 
was prominent in professional circles of the | 


city. He was the son of a prominent confed- 
erate veteran, and was highly esteemed. 
The other, J. M. Alexander, was one of 


Atlanta’s pioneer hardware merchants. He |

It shows him 
to be afraid of his fellow man—or else mur- 
derously inclined. 

Mr. Simmons says editorially his 
newspaper that “if a man’s life is in danger 
let him carry a shotgun, where it can be 
seen by all the world.” 

Yes, or let him come out like a man and 
wear his gun in a holster on the outside, as 
always has been the practice’ among men 
whose calling or the customs of the country 
made gun-bearing appropriate. 

As a matter of plain fact, in this day and 
age, outside of the soldiery and peace offi- 
cers, there is not the slightest legitimate 
excuse for any man to bear arms with which 
to destroy the life of another man; and 
especially is there no place in society for 
the bearer of concealed weapons. There is 
mighty little that can be said in the pistol’s 
favor, and the ‘“gun-toter”’ is a menace to 
society. 

The legislature of Georgia will do well 
to enact a law against this nuisance, and to 
make it so drastic that the carrying of pis- 
tols by the irresponsible or criminally-in- 
clined hip-pocket “gun-toter,” and also the 
indiscriminate selling of deadly weapons in 
Georgia, will speedily fade into the darkness 
of the past.

LEFT-HANDEDNESS. 


Something like 4 per cent of children are 
born left-handed, and, most of these are com- 
pelled to become right-handed, either by the. 
parents or later on by the teachers when the 
children enter school. Should a left-handed 
child be forced to train the right hand? 

Dr. C. M. Gould reported the case of a boy 
who was compelled to stop writing with the 
left hand, and after years of torment made a 
right-handed writer. For forty years this 
man has never been able to think and write 
at the same time. 

The speech center, in right-handed Individ- 
uals, is situated in the left side of the brain, 
in close relation with the nerve centers which 
govern fine movements of the right -fingers 
and hand. In left-handed individuals the 
speech center is in the right side of the 
brain, in close relation with nerve centers 
controlling delicate movements of the left 
fingers and hand. 

Numerous cases, are on record in which 
determined efforts to convert left-handednegs 
into right-handedness have produced stutter- 
ing. A few cases of stuttering appear to be 
cured by training the normally right-handed 
child to use the left for writing, drawing 
and other fine work. 

The Japanese are a great people. They 
teach ambidexterity in their schools, 

Ambidextrous people are usually above the 
average in intelligence and accompHshments, 
It seems a strange thing that the human ani- 
mal should be taught to.use only one paw 
for most of his work. 

By actual measurement of the length of 
the “ulna-plus’—that is, the forearm from 
elbow tip to knuckle of little finger—it has 
been shown that even a@ young baby has a 
longer arm on the side nature intended to 
develop. Some authorities hold that in the 
face of this anatomical evidence in a case 
of left-handedness it would be harmful to the 
child’s mental development to insist upon 
transference to right-handedness. 

Probably a great deal of life-long nery- 
ousness and inefficiency is due to the forced 
transfer from left-handedness to right-hand- 
edness in early life. 

When nature selects the left hand for fine 
work we had better let her have her way.

' Co-operation Between Home and School 


Dean Russell, writing in the current num- 
ber of The Teachers’ College Record, says, 
“Teachers who are concerned with the edu- 
cation, as distinguished from the mere in- 
struction, of their pupils are earnestly seek- 
ing to merge their work with the best in- 
fluencés in the home, in the church and in 
eociety. They welcome all supplementary 
means of arousing a boy’s ambition, of 
quickening his emotions, of attracting his 
interests, and of fixing his habits. They like 
to see him give himself whole-heartedly to 
something worth doing, whether it be work 
or play, and to stick to the job until it is 
done. They know that self-reliance, self-di- 
rection and self-control come in no other 
way, and that preaching about the finest 
ideals of life leaves the boy untouched, 
unless he builds them into his own charac- 
ter.” ° 
It is for these reasons that I welcome the 
closer relation between home and school that 
has marked the educational progress of the 
last decade. We have correlated everything 
else—it has been the keynote of the teacher's 
ambition—and no correlation has been wiser 
than that of the home and the school. 

The increasing interest in child study hag 
led to a greater knowledge of his physical 
and psychological conditions and has arous- 
ed teachers and parents alike to the, neces- 
sity of concerted action. This is evinced on 
the part of the teacher by a more careful 
study of the individual and his environment, 
and on the part of the parent by a desire 
to assist the teacher in upholding the regu- 
lations of the school. It is true that tru- 
ancies still occur, that some children are re- 
fractory, that at times it is impossible for 
the parent and the teacher to obtain the same 
point of view, but on the whole much co- 


operation is being received from the home. In. 


most cases where it is not obtained, the par- 
ents themselves are unable to enforce obe- 
dience and a proper respect for authority on 
the part of the child. It is greatly to be 
desired that in the near future a school for 
incorrigibles be established, which will as- 
Sist parents in controlling the refractory and 
relieve the school room of the tension caused 
by the unruly and idle child. 

An article under this title should name the 
assistance that is being brought to the school 
by the medical department and the free 
clinics. The parents show great eagerness 
to have physical conditions that are brought 
to their notice in this way investigated and 
corrected. As a consequence, there is great 
improvement in the health of the children. 

The Parent-Teacher Associations. 

The two most important factors in the 
child’s environment are the home and the 
school. The Parent-Teacher association is 
doing much to bring them together. 

Thirty-four of these associations 
been organized in our city. Only seven 
the white schools are without them. 

The associations have brought substan- 
tial aid to the schools. Many of them are 
taking great interest in furnishing better 
equipment—equipment that it has been im- 
possible for the city to provide on account 
of its financial condition, and indeed under 
any circumstance—for it represnts the dis- 
criminating taste and good judgment of in- 
dividuals. Notwithstanding the adverse criti- 
cisms on our schools that we often see, many 
children are sitting in well-lighted, well-ven- 
tilated rooms, whose pictures, statuary and 
flowers rival those of well-appointed homes, 
and these refining influences are evidenced 
every day in the conduct of the children. 

It is impossible to enumerate ‘the riches 


have 
of 


that have come to the schools from this 
source—maps, reference books, supplementary 
readers, pictures. Two associations have 
equipped model kitchens, where domestic sci- 
ence is being taught, and one has furnished 
food for a special class, that a test may be 
made of the possibility of providing penny- 
lunches for the entire school at the noon 
hour. This week the associations have vied 
with one another in floating from the top- 
most pinnacle of each school building that 
flag which the children delight to honor, 
and lessons of patriotism have been imparted 
which will go ringing down the ages for, 


“Liberty’s gleam 
Is the light o’ the dream, ; 
And theirs is the Land o’ the Free.” 


Not only has the equipment of the school 
been thus improved, but the mothers them- 
selves have been benefited by the meetings. 
Lectures are given constantly on the care and 
the training of the child, and men eminent 
in every walk of life have felt it a privi- 
lege to speak to these bodies. A central 
club composed of those members of differ- 
ent associations whose leisure and inclina- 
tion would prompt them to a deeper study 
of the child and his training, and who would 
carry back to their associations the result 
of such study, would yield large returns to 
the children of the city. 

The Social Phase. 

The association offers to its members so- 
cial life and, recreation through the school. 
Neighbors meet and enjoy a cup of tea to- 
gether. Women whose household duties pre- 
vent much relaxation pass a pleasant hour 
while feeling that they are advanoing their 
children’s welfare; and the light from the 
school house windows at night tells of the 
school house used as a social center under 
the care of the mothers of the neighborhod. 
In what better way can the parents know 
the associates of their children? That they 
must have associates is a foregone conclusion. 
Kirkpatrick, speaking from an evolutionary 
standpoint, says, “The desire for companion- 
ship is the natural inheritance of an an- 
cestry that must have sought it in order to 
survive,” and another eminent writer addds, 
“It is maintained by evolutionists general- 
ly that the passion tor intercourse and even 
the institution of society itself had their 
origin in services of a physical sort which 
men could render one another.” 

How necessary that these companionships 
should be fitting. A personal knowledge of 
school conditions, a personal acquaintance 
with the teacher and with the boy’s compan- 
ions should be considered obligatory by ev- 
ery parent. Gesell says, “The psychology of 
peoples is molded by their environment. The 
prairie is in the Indian, the mountain in the 
Swiss and the sea in the Eskimo. The quali- 
ties of things great and small, visu and 
auditory, by some half-mystical process sink 
through the thin layer of the intellect into 
the deeper strata of the heart, especially the 
heart of the child.” 

Walt Whitman struck a note that rang 
true when he said: 


“There was a child went forth every day, 

And the first object he looked upon, that 
object he became, 

And that object became part of him for the 
day, or for a certain part of the day, 

Or for many years or stretching cycles 
of years. 

The horizon’s edge, the flying seacrow, 
the oo of salt marsh and shore 
mud, 

These became part of that child who went 
forth every day, and who now goes, 
and will always go forth every day.” 


The best measure of the civilization of a 
people is found in the care that is paid the 
child. Give your child in his plastic years 
that environment that will make of him a 
citizen of this republic, capable and energetic, 
loyal and true.

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TIMELY HINTS FOR 
THE HOME GARDENER 


Prepared by the Office of Information 
ot the United States Department of 
Agriculture for The Constitution. 


XIII—Special Crops for the Home Garden. 


The home gardener will usually find it 
advantageous to grown small quantities of 
certain specialties which will add to the at- 
tractiveness of the family fare, and which 
few housewives will trouble co buy. Among 
these may be meritioned okra or gumbo. 

The young pods of this plant are the part 
used. These are employed principally in 
soups to which they impart a pleasant fla- 
vor and a sticky consistency. The best pods 
are grown on young plants, but if the pods 
are removed before they are allowed to ripen 
the nlants will continue to produce them un- 
til killed by frost. : 

The seeds of okra should be sown in the 
open after the ground has’ become quite 
warm, or the plants may be started in berry 
boxes in the hotbed and transplanted in the 
garden after all danger of frost has passed. 
The rows should be.4 feet apart for the dwarf 
sorts, and 5 feet apart for the tall kinds, 
with the plants 2 feet apart in the row. De- 
tailed information on this plant is contain- 
ed in Farmer's Bullet 232, of the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture, “Okra: Its Culture and 
Uses.” 

Mustard greens may be produced on almost 
any good soil. The basal leaves are used 
for greens and are cooked like spinach. The 
plants require but a short time to reach the 
proper stage for use and frequent sowing 
should be made, therefore. The seeds are 
sowed thickly in drills as early as possible in 
spring or for late use in September or Oc- 
tober. Ostrich Plume is a reliable variety. 

Parsley is used chiefly to garnish meat 
dishes and to flavor soups. The seed is sown 
either thickly in a drill or broadcast, in the 
autumn or early spring. A square yard of 
space will be sufficient for all the parsley 
that the average family is likely to desire. 

Spinach, however, is perhaps the most fa- 
vorite crop grown for greens, and every home 
gardener should plant it. Around Norfolk, 
Va., and to the south of it large areas are 
cut at any time tnrough the winter when 
the fields are not frozen or’ covered with 
snow. North of the latitude of Norfolk spin- 
ach can be planted in the autumn and car- 
ried over the winter by mulching with straw 
or leaves. The seed should be sown in drills 
1 foot apart, at the rate of 1 ounce to a hun- 
dred feet of row, or 10 to 12 pounds per acre. 
A rich loam is required for success. 
There is, perhaps, no other garden crop 
which gives as much satisfaction as spinach. 
Ordinarily it occupies the land during the au- 
tumn and winter and does not interfere, 
therefore, with the production of summer 
vegetables. Three or four ounces of seed 

lanted in the autumn after the summer crop 
fas been harvested will produce an abundance 
of greens for the average family during the 
late autumn and early spring. In gather- 
ing spinach the entire plant is removed in- 
stead of merely cutting off the leaves. By 
selecting the larger plants first, the smaller 
or later ones are givén room to develop. This 
method does away with the necessity of thin- 
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by a micro-bacillus, and it seems logical that 
a vaccine should be a help, though I know 
of no cures therefrom. 

Positive Way. to Tell TB. 

What are the most positive ways to tell 
whether one has tuberculosis? Are hawking 
and expectorating blood sure signs? Can one 
be very stout and still have tuberculosis?

' ANSWER—1. The only positive way to 
tell is by having an examination, perhaps sev- 
eral successive examinations, of the naked 
chest by your doctor. The spitting of blood 
is always eeencetiys of tuberculosis and war- 
rants immediate physical examination, also a 
test of the sputum for tubercle bacilli. Many 
consumptives are considerably too stout. A 
etout person may acquire tuberculosis.

NASH ISSUES CIRCULAR 
ETTER TO SHERIFFS 


Explains Methods to Be Pur- 
sued in Taking Military 
Registration.

Adsutant General J. Van 
who has been designated bys 
Harris to have charge of registration 
of men for military service in Geor- 
gia, Tuesday began the organization 
of machinery for taking the registra- 
tions as soon as the selective conscrip- 
tion bill has passed congress. 

The adjutant general's first step 
consists of a circular letter to the sher- 
iffs of Georgia counties, who will head 
the county registration 
The letter is follows: 

“You are hereby notified that 
tant general, state of Georgia, has been 
designated by the governor to Nave general 
supervision of the military registration to 
be taken for the federal government, and 
that « complete census of all persons sub 
ject to military duty will be made as s00n 
as the selective draft bill now pending in 
congress becomes a law. 

Plan Outlined. 
inasmuch as the newspapers have 
that the registration will be taken by 
authorities under the supervision of 
sheriffs, the governor thought

“The plans are only tentative, but have 
been outlined by the secretary of war and 
are complete for present purposes. 

“The war department will ask the gov- 
ernor to name local county boards of regis- 
tration to be comprised of the sheriff, and 
possibly two other county officers, such as 
the clerk and county physician. 

“The county board then will have to ap- 
point registrars (one or more as necessary) 
for each voting precinct in their respective 
county. If one registrar is appointed, then 
that registrar may secure one or two volun- 
teer registrars in his militia district to aid 
him. 

“The war depertment will mail necessary 
registration blanks and instructions direct 
to the sheriff for his county. 

“The president will name a date on which 
registration will begin. About five days will 
be allowed for every person subject to reg- 
ister at his home voting precinct (or if in 
city, at his home ward). Every male per- 
eon within the ages to be fixed by congress 
will be required to register. No exemptions 
of any character will be allowed. This in- 
cludes persons of all colors, defects, exemp- 
tions, etc. No one within the age limits will 
be excused for absence, sickness, defect, or 
any other reason. Everybody within the 
age limits must register. 

The precinct registrars will 
as to how to return the results 
counts registration board The 
board then he advised as to how to 
eonsolidate the returns and return same to 
the adjutant general of the state of Geor- 
gia, who will in turn send them to the war 
departmen’ 

“The registration is entirely separate from 
the draft or conscription. After everyone ts 
registered, quotas will be assigned the va- 
rious states and the drawing of the men will 
take place under direction of the secretary 
of war The names will be drawn and then 
the exemption boards to be designated will 
pass upon exemptions 

“It would be well for the sheriff to be- 
gin fieuring upon the location of the voting 
precincts in the county, and suitable men to 
be placed in charge. The precinct regis- 
trars must he men of intelligence and edu- 
cation. as their duties will be exacting. 
They will have to be men above the average 
to perform the duties properly.

Arkansas Governor Had Prom- 
ised Claude Seals Pardon. 
Other Clemency Cases. 


—— 


Governor Harris, after having de- 
i clined 


to grant a pardon to Claude 
'Seals, an escaped convict of Fulton 
_county, which pardon would have gain- 
ed him another pardon by the gover- 
nor of Arkansas where he was serv- 
ling a term for another offense com- 
mitted after his escape from Georgia, 
‘has granted a parole in the case. 

| Seals received a sentence of 20 years 
ifrom Fulton superior court several 
vears ago on conviction of robbery, and 
after some service escaped from the 
|chaingang and went to Arkansas. In 
'Little Rock he was arrested and con- 
( victed on another charge. The gover- 
‘nor of Arkansas, it is understood, re- 
‘cently agreed to pardon Seals for the 
‘offense committed in that state if the 
| governor of Georgia would pardon him 
for the offense committed in this state. 


Several women from Arkansas appeared 
| before the state prison commission and 
urged his pardon, representing that, if 
lhe gained his freedom, he could ob- 
|tain a lucrative position. 

Requires Seals’ Return. 

Governor Harris, it is understood, 
not only declined to grant a pardon, 
but declined to handle the case at all 
iso long as Seals was a fugitive from 
justice in this state. Seals then, it is 
stated, was allowed to return to this 
state and surrender in order that his 
‘pending petition for clemency could 
come before the governor with the 
governor’s objections removed. 

The case was argued before the 
prison commission, several women ap- 
pearing for Seals, and a parole was 
recommended. The recommendation 
was carried by Judge T. E. Patterson, 
of the commission, to Governor Harris 
at the mansion, where the governor 
was confined by illmess, and the gov- 
ernor there signed the parole. 

At a rehearing, following adverse ac- 
tion upon a petition before the state 
prison commission in April, 1916, the 
‘commission Tuesday morning heard 
‘argument for and against a petition 
; for pardon for W. B. Norton, convicted 
in Jones county, October, 1911, of the 
slaving of R. V. Smith, a white man. 
‘Norton was a deputy sheriff of Bibb 
county and joined a posse in search, 
of negroes charged with shooting at 
the son of Lamar Clayton. Negroes be- 
lieved by the officérs to be the ones 
'they were searching for were seen 
upon the public road and Norton opened 
fire, killing Smith, who was in a wagon 
believed to contain the negroes.

Since Mrs. Adams’ arrest she has 
given birth to a sen, and somewhat of 
a legal fight is to be waged before 
Judge Mathews over whether or not 
the ‘baby is to be permitted to sit 
with his mother in the courtroom dur- 
ing the progress of the trial. An ef- 
fort will be made by Solicitor John P. 
Ross to exclude the baby from the 
courtroom. 

Considerable interest 
here over whether Mrs. Adams’ hus- 
band will attend the trial. He has 
not communicated with her for several 
months.

May Wheat Closes at $2.97 


After Jump to Record of $3 


Market Unsettled at Close 
at Advance of 33-4 to 14 
Cents— Corn and QOats 
Gain, But Provisions Lose. 


Chicago, May 8.—Well-founded pre- 
dictions that the oye nen crop re- 
port would prove bullish led to a sen- 
sational fresh advance today in the 
price of wheat. May delivery jumped 
17 cents a bushel to $3, a new high 
record. The market closed unsettled 
and as compared with last night, 3% 
to 14 cents up, with May at $2.97 and 
July at $2.31 to $2.34%. Corn gained 
1% to 3% cents and oats % to 15% cents, 
In provisions the outcome was a sét- 
back of 7c to 25 cents. 

Trade .amticipations of the substance 
of the government crop report turned 
out to be too conservative rather than 
too radical as to wheat. A generally 
accepted estimate before the official 
figures were available was that the 
Winter wheat crop yield indicated 
would be less than 400,000,000 bushels, 
and but few dealers were prepared for 
the remarkably small total announc- 
ed from Washington after the close, 
366,116,000 bushels. 

Record-breaking swings upward in 
the wheat market began the moment 
that business opened and the topmost 
point reached was just before the 
close. Transactions were so restricted 
in volume, however, that the crowd of 
brokers in the speculative pit had a 
thinned-out, unemotional appearance 
that suggested unusual lack of direct 
personal interest, and seemed to tell 
of a notable shrinkage of pubiic spee- 
ulation. 

Aithough the most striking advance 
was shown by the May delivery -of 
wheat, the bulk of trading was in new 
crop futures, especially July. That 
month ascended over night an extreme 
of 7% to 8 cents. 

Corn as well as wheat advanced to 
a new high level. Strength appeared 
to be chiefly due to the action .of 
wheat. A concern with seaboard con- 
nections led the buying. 

Oats sympathized with other grain. 
improved crop advices, though, tended 
to check the rise. 

Absence of sUpport weakened pro- 
visions. A little bulge that resulted 
from an advance in the hog market 
failed to last.

Washington, May 8.—Congress_ will 
be asked to appropriate $1,000,000,000 
for the building of the great American 
merchant fleet which is to overcome 
the submarine menace. 

The program evolved by the ship- 
ping board contemplates the diversion 
to government uses of the products of 
every steel mill in the country, cancel- 
lation of existing contracts between 
these mills and private consumers and, 
where necessary, payment of damages 
by the government to the parties whose 
contracts are cancelled. 

Kstimates of the shipping board are 
that 5,000,000 to 6,000,080 tons of steel 
and wooden vessels will be constructed 
by the government during the next 
two years. 

The only manufactures of steel to be 
exempted from the program will be 
those needed otherwise for the national 
defense. Bills for introduction in coi:- 
gress have been prepared and the ad- 
ministration hopes to get them under 
way so promptly that the first of the
